7. About 10230 p.m. on 23 May 1951 an wnidentified airplane flew above Durres 
and was fired on by anti-aireraft betteries. 


8, The following movements of Soviet personne] were reported in inform. tion of 
early June 19513 


a, About 400 Soviet military and naval officers were seen recently in the 
areas of Tirana, Durres and Sarande, 
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b, About the end of April 1951, eight to ten Soviets in civilian clothes 
were soon at Gjinokaster and Sarande, 


c. On 12 lay 1951, six or aeven Albanians, acconpanied by Soviets (number 
unspecified), were observed in the area of Evaeke , 


ad. About 22 April 1951, two cars of Soviets in civilian clothes visited 
Sarande and Buixint. 


The following ships were in Durres harbor on 23 May 19513 
a, The Bulgerian ship BUIGARIAs 8,000 tons.” 


b, The Rumnian ship BUREZIMA: unleaded wood, traverses, five to ten-tat 
boxes, cement, vehicles and boxes of various shapes marked with Czech 
writing. 


c, The Rumaian ship SULIMA: 350 tons.? 


a. The Soviet ship HAFOUZAK (sic): 8,000 tons; described as having a red 
smokestack; unloaded machinery, 10 to 15-ton boxes, thousands (sic) of 
small ammunition boxes, various-sized pipes 4 to 10 meters in length, 
cement, 350 kilogram barrels, ter paper and thousands (sic) of new rubber 
tires. All the boxes were marked with Russian writing. — 


The following equipment was noted recently in Durres harbor, according to 
information of early June 1951: 


a, Two large Soviet eranes and two small ones (sic ~ also Soviet? 4 ° 

b, Two or three trucks with eranes; 

c, Three or four cranes on shlepia (sic - floats? Albanian for "sloop"), 
dad. Three smill dredges. 

e, Five or six tractors at the plier. 

On 25 April 1951 three boats arrived at Sarande with grain and departed on 
27 April 1951, presumably for the Soviet Union, with a load of cheese, It 
was also reported that large quantities of rice, of1, fleeces and cheese wore 
being collected at Sarande, which were believed destined for the Soviet Union. 
During April 1951 all names were taken off tho public buildings in Sarande 
and were replaced with numbera, In order to prevent confusion, policemen 
were placed outside the entrances of the buildings to give instructions, 

On 20 April 1951 identification cards were issued to members of the Albanien 


Damoecratic Front, Atout 3 to 5 percant of the members were considered suspect 
and did not receive cards. 


Information dated mid-May 1951 states that.the Korce Iabor Brigade, headquarters 
of which are outside Eltasan (sic), is comprised of four companies, each having 


between 40 and 50 mea. The commnder of the Brigade is Vasil Teitsi from 
Bulgarec,
